Rennes, Aug. 2S—When the fourth 


week of the second trial of Dreyfus 
opened today General Mercier was in 
the front row, setting at rest the re- 
port that he had fled to the Island of 
Jersey. 


Refuting Kertillon 


Paray Javal a draughtsman, the de-' j 


fense called to refute the testimony of | 
Bertillion, used a blackboard to show I 
the fallacy of the calculations, 
fie 


spoke of the unfairness of not sub- 
mitting the handwriting of Esterhazy 
but declared that even if he had done 
so the results would prove nothing. 
Concluding 
he 
declared Bertillon's 


measurements of the word "interest," 
which served as the basis of bis whole 
system "falls to the ground and no 
longer exists" (Great sensation). 


Bard on the moat moment xia.it 


Bernard was next to testify. At the 


conclusion of his testimony he 
ex- 


hibited to the judges a plate represent- 
ing a page of current handwriting and 
said: "If examined by Bertillon's sys- 
tem it will show certain peculiarities 
which would not be found upon the ex- 
amination of fifty million other docu- 1 
ments. Bertillon, therefore, would say ' 
the document was fabricated. But he > 
would be wrong, for I borrowed the 
page from a report written by Ber- 
tillon himself." 


Shut Him Oat 


Bertillon asked permission to reply, 


but Colonel Jouaust said: "I cannot 
grant the request, and will not grant 
permission to any of the 14 experts ex- 
cept in, case of personal explanation." 


Bertillon—"I wish to speak of the 


manner in which I reconstructed the 
bordereau." 


Jouaust—"Why you are discussing 


the case. I cannot allow you to speak 
except in regard to a personal fact." 


The president's statement aroused 


laughter. 


The Prisoner Replies 


Replying, Dreyfus said, "I beg to 


reply that one does not make a fresh 
paragraph except when beginning a 
new idea. Every time I begin a new 
idea iri anything I write, I make a 
p'aragraph." 
The prisoner requested 


that documents be furnished for com- 
parison of which the defense had no 
knowledge. 


Jouaust—"Certainly." 


Teyssonleres' Kvldcnce 


Teyssonieres followed and concluding 


said he thought it was impossible to 
find more tangible reasons than those 
which induced in him his belief, which 
he hoped the court would share, (Sen- 
sation.) 


This referred to his report in which 


he expressed his opinion that the bor- 
dereau was the work of the writer of 
the documents seized at the prisoner's 
residence. 


Replying to the court, Teyssonieres 


said he had not noticed the prisoner's 
handwriting illegible and never had 
seen the document dictated to Dreyftis. 
A copy was shown the witness, who 
declared it never had been given him 
for the purposes of comparison. (Sen- 
sation.) 


A Personal Fact 


Teyssonieres added that referring to 


the report of 1894 he found he concluded 
that the writer attempted to disguise 
his handwriting, but towards the end 
relapsed into his ordinary handwriting. 
Witness begged leave to speak of a 
personal fact and addressed the judges 
saying: "Before you I am only a wit- 
nessa, but (turning to the defense) be- 
fore the other I am, perhaps, an ac- 
cused person." 


Jouaust—"Not at all. You are not 


accused. 


Teysaonieres—"I am an accused per- 


son." Taking a paper to road proof of 
his statement, Jouaust said r'to • him, 
"We have no need to consider the re- 
ports of judge. The incident is closed." 


A man with a. Conscience 


Charavay repeated the evidence he 


gave before the court of cassation and 
declared a new element, the handxvrit- 
ing of Esterhazy, led him to declare he 
did n,ot adhere to hi conclusions of 


1894. 
In conclusion, M. Charavay pro- 


tested asainst Mercier's accusations, 
adding that what convinced him of his 
mistake in 1894 was the publication of 
the Es-terhazy letters, the discovery of 
the Henry forg-ery at the enquiry of the 
court of cassation and Eslerhazy's con- 
fession. "It is a great release to my 
conscience," he added, "to bo able ,to 
say before you and him who is the vic- 
tim of my mistake, that the bordereau 
was not the work of Dreyfus but of 
Es'tcrhazy." 


An immense sensation was caused in 


court by this statement.

Rennes, Aug. 28.—"Dead men tell no 


tales." This is the barricade behind 
which Ger.eral Ivlercier and the general 
staff have entrenched themselves. But 
there is cne weak point in the defense— 
Colonel De Clam—and the military clique 
know it and are striving to the utmost 
to keep him r.'it of M. Labnri's clutches. 
If they can prevent De Clam, who is now 
called the "sick man of the Dreyfus af- 
fair," from appearir.-g at the witness bar, 
they can effectually put the silence of 
the tomb between truth and justice. 


M.. Labor! is fighting tooth and nail to 


drag De Clam into court, but Colonel 
Jouaust persists in refusing him the 
necessary assistance. 
He declines to 


Bend reputable doctors to officially re- 
port upon the state 01 De Clam's health, 
which every Dreyfusard believes is only 
diplomatically affected, and tat ha 
will recover quickly enough after the 
trial. 


M. Labor! hit the nail upon the head 


Saturday when, replying; to General 
Mercjer's last remarks, he exclaimed: 
"Always dead. 
Sandherr dead! Henry 


dead! 
De Clam is not coming!" Col- 


onel Jouaust immediately cut him short, 
declaring he must not make observa- 
tions, and M. Labori daggered and fell 
back into his seat with a despairing 
gesture. 


Colonel Jouaust was not so particular 


in stopping the stream of irrelevant gos- 
sip which flowed from the lips of the mil- 
itary witnesses, who have defiled the 
court during the past fortnight. 


While, however, the Dreyfusards be- 


lieve De Clam is not seriously ill, they 
feel a secret dread, which is expressed 
in the significant remank, not infrequent- 
ly heard: 
"Sandheer is dead, Henry 


committed suicide and De Clarn will 
die." 


The confrontation o£ Colonel Maurel, 


Captain Freystaetter and General Mer- 
cier was an instructive exposure of the 
fraud and dishonesty of the general 
staff, which. the absence of De Clam 
alone prevented from being complete: 
The deffnse might demand that acorn- 
mission be sent to examine De Clam on 
his sick bed. 
But 1IM. Labor! and De- 


mange despair of obtaining a satisfac- 
tory result therefrom. 
They want to 


have De Clam in court, and turn the 
screws of the rack themselves. 


No onf among the public who entered 


the courtroom Saturday and again 
found himself entangled in M. Bertil- 
lion's cryographic jugglery anticipated 
the thjri'ling scenes to be enacted be- 
fore the court adjourned. . M. Bertillion 
talked for two hours, during whioh even 
Colonel Jonaust felt constrained more 
than once to bring him to the point. 
Then M. Labor! popped a few questions, 
•which, when the president of the ccurt- 
martial consented to admit them, were 
answered in an off-hand manner by the 
witness, who* thought fit to show his 
contempt by barely looking at M. La- 
bori, and to proceed, at the same time: 
to pack up his voluminous parcels and 
diagrams.

Hold Tlieir Own There. 


An American, who-Ms been a suc- 


cessful miner and farmer in the Trans- 
vaal, just arrived in London, has fur- 
nished the authorities with some very 
interesting and valuable information 
touching affairs there, says the London 
correspondent of-the St. Louis'Globe- 
Democrat 
He says that the Boers 


possess a really excellent field artillery, 
consisting c-f 40 quick firing gnus of 
the very 'latest pattern. They can put 
into the field about 30,000 men, the 
majority of whom are armed with the 
Mauser rifles. The aid of the Orange 
Free State people is confidently expect- 
ed by- President Kruger in cqse of a 
T.-ar with England, which would mean 
for his forces probably 10,000 or 12,000 
more armed men. 


This American gentleman says there 


are from 80,0 to 1,000 American pros- 
pectors and miners in the Transvaal, 
mainly from the southwestern states 
and territories of the United States. 
"There need be no anxiety 
about 


them," he informed Mr. Choate, the 
American embassador, "for tliey be- 
long to that class mainly who are 
mighty handy with the six shooter, 
men to whom the handling of all sorts 
of firearms is an easy, involuntary art. 
The Dutch are. afraid of them, for in 
one or two instances where difficulties 
have occurred between Dutchmen and 
these Americans the readiness of the 
latter with his national weapon, the 
Colt's revolver,, settled the question in 
favor cf .the southwestern man of the 
Bret Harte school. 


"The Transvaal authorities would 


readily enough seize these individuals 
if they, dare'd, but to touch one of these j 
fellows Is like taking an individual 
hornet from among a thousand. It is 
a thing no one wishes to undertake. 
Because of these things the American 
In the Transvaal has been comparative- 
ly free from the petty persecution th'at 
the minor^Dut'ch officials? l)ave inflict- 
ed upon the Englishmen in business 
in the' Transvaal."

ing- open his own gardens here to the 
members of the St. Bartholomew's Ward 
Liberal-Unionists. Joseph Chamberlain 
was drawn into the most important 
speech on the Transvaal situation he has 
made since the adjournment of parlia- 
ment. He s»id: 


"I Isnow-there is on« subject which is 


very deep in all your hearts and about 
which 1 cannot talk or say much, lest I 
do harm. <T^fat is the" relation of our 
race with the Transvaal' government. 
I wish that 1 could tell you today tha.t the 
difficulties"existing for so many years 
between her majesty's government and 
the oligarchy in'Pretoria, which lias as- 
sumed such an acute form during the last 
few years, were happily settled. But, 
unfortunately, that is not yet in my 
power. 


"For three months we have been ne- 


gotiating. President Kruger has made, 
perhaps, some little progress, but I can- 
not truly say that the crisis is passed. 
President Kruger procrastinates in his 
reply. He dribbles each reply like water 
from a squeezed sponge. His offers are 
accompanied with conditions which he 
knows to be impossible or he refuses to 
allow us to make a satisfactory investi- 
gation 06 their nature. 


"I do not think it will be denied that we 


have exhibited .patience unparalleled in 
the relations between a paramount and 
a subordinate state. The situation is too 
frought with danger, it is too strained for 
indefinite postponement. The knot must 
be loosened, to use Mr. Balfour'e words, 
or else we shall have to Hnd other ways 
of untying it. 


"If we are forced to do that, then I 


would' repeat now words used by Lord 
Salisbury in the house of lords. I say 
that, if forced to make further prepara- 
tions, if this delay continues much 
longer, we shall not hold ourselves 
limited by what we have already offered 
but, having taken this matter in hand, 
we will not let go until we have secured 
conditions which, once for all, will estab- 
lish us as the paramount power in South 
Africa and secure for our subjects there 
those equal rights and) privileges prom- 
ised by President Kruger when the 
Transvaal's independence was granted. 


"If it comes to this, if the rupture which 


we have done every thing in our power 
to avoid is forced upon us, I am confident 
we shall have the support not only of the 
vast majority of Britons, but of the whole 
empire. In all this bad business there is 
one thing upon which we may congratu- 
late ourselves, and that is the unity of 
the empire. No British subject cap suf- 
fer injustice anywhere without awaker- 
ing a responsive chord in cur most dos- 
tant colontes which stand shoulder 1o 
shoulder in maintaining the honor and 
interests of the empire." 


MURDER 
AT 
NARRAGANSETT PIER. 


Woman Found With Bullet Hole In Head—Hus- 


band Suspected of Crime. 


Narragansett Pier, R. I., Aug. 28.—-The 


body of Mrs. Andrew Weeden, colored, 
was found behind the electric light sta- 
tion here at 11:30 Saturday night. There 
was a bullet hole through her temple. 
The body was found by William Jack- 
son, and a search is being made for the 
woman's husband, who has disappeared. 


The street leading from one or two of 


the large hotels to the railroad station 
i 


is lined with small structures inhabiu i 
by the hotel help', as well as those en- 
gaged in laundry work, and it was in one 
of these houses that Mrs. Weeden made 
her home. The electric light station is 
within a few feet of the house, between 
it and the railroad station. 


One of the first inquiries made by the 


police was as to the whereabouts of the 
woman's husband and of their relations. 
Numerous stories at once sprang up, the 
gist of them being that the couple had 
not lived together for some time, and 
that Weeden had been seen at the Pier 
Saturday noon. The police began a 
search for him at once. 


At Mrs. Weedc-n's own home the police 


gained little in the way of information, 
except that the woman had been seen 
about the house just before dark. Noth- 
ing, however, was seen of the husband 
at that time. 


Dr. Wilcox, the medical examiner, held 


an autopsy Sunday afternoon on the 
body of Mrs. Weeden and then turned 
it over to an undertaker. She had been 
killed by a 22-caliber bullet, which en- 
tered in front of the right ear and flat- 
tened itself in going through the cranium 
m>to the brain. She probably died half 
an hour after the wound was inflicted. 
No revolver has been found. She was 18 
years old and leaves one child. She^was 
married three years ago. There is Indian 
and white blood in the family, which 
has always borne a good reputation. The 
Weeden family has lived at 
the Pier 


and is well spoken of'by acquaintances. 
It is said, however, that Andrew Weeden 
had been drinking of late and had cruelly 
used his wife, which caused her to leave 
him three weeks ago. 


There is every indication that Weeden 


was jealous of his wife after seeing her 
in company of another colored man. She 
probably aroused her husband's anger 
by attending a dance of colored people 
at Halcyon hall early In the week and by1 
accepting the escort home of William 
Jackson, a truck driver, who found the 
body and notified the police Saturday 
night. Mrs. Weeden had also Visited an 
ice cream saloon with Jackson Saturday 
evening. The police do not believe Jack- 
son had anything to do with the crime, 
but he is locked up as an important wit- 
ness.

The 
exercises included a reception, a dinner 
and a literary prggram. 
A poem by 


Dr. William Hale of Gloucester was 
read. 
Mrs. Annie W. Baer delivered 


an historical address, and speeches were 
made by Governor Rollins, Judge Pike 
of the supreme court, and others. 


In the course of his address, Gov- 


ernor Rollins spoke of the significance 
of the day, 
claiming, among other 


things, that over 10,000 natives of New 
Hampshire reside within a radius of 10 
miles of the state house in Boston. The 
Idea of old home week was first mani- 
fested in a speech by the governor at 
a dinner of the Sons of New Hampshire 
held in Boston. 
The idea met with ap- 


proval, and of the hundred associations 
formed in the cities and towns of the 
state, Rollinsfc-rd was the first to ob- 
serve the occasion in a public celebra- 
tion.

He only 
managed to be equally obscure. 
All 


this was utter gibberish to the journal- 
ists, most of whom leu the courtroom 
and sauntered up and down the court- 
yard, 
leaving 
three-fourths 
of the 


benches empty. 


•All flocked back, however, when M 


Lab<Ti rose «nd asked that Captain 
Freystaetter be called to the bar. Every- 
body knew the significance- of his ap- 
pearance, and dead silence fell upon the 
court as the little sergeant-usher re- 
turned, conducting a tall, keen-looking 
man, 
seeming every inch a soldier In 


his parade uniform of a captain of ma- 
rine infantry, wearing five decorations 
In a row across his breast, the red rib- 
bon rosette of an officer of the Legion 
of Honor, a cross and three medals, won 
In foreign campaigns, including a Mad- 
agascar medal, from whicji country he 
returned about a year ago. 


Holding his head high, and with com- 


plete serenity of demeanor, he walked 
into the courtroom, passing in front of 
Generals Mercier. Roget, Gonse and Do 
Bois«deffre, who were sitting in the 
front row of witnesses, and who gave 
him sidelong, rancorous glances, which 
he did not see, as he raarched with his 
eyes fixed on the judges toward the 
platform. 


This he ascended, coming to a halt in 


front of Colonel Jouaust, 
He smartly 


gave tha military salute, took off his 
kepi, stood at attention and replied to 
the formal questions as to his name, age 
and the like in a resonant tone, which he 
maintained through the whole of his tes- 
timony. 
Never once did his voica 


faltei. 
Never did it degenerate into 


hoars* croaking, as Colonel Maurel's did 
when Captain Freystaetter, looking him 
straight into the eyes, and with aston- 
ishing calmness, gave him the He. 


Captain Freystaetter's opening state- 


ment was a discharge of grapeshot for 
the Mercier gang. He enumerated four 
documents that were secretly communi- 
cated to the tribunal of 1S94. 
The first 


Captain Dreyfus energetically denied, 
and no reliable evidence has been ad- 
duced in. its support. 
The second was 


the "Canaille de D—" document, which 
has been shown not to refer to Dreyfus 
at all. 
The third was the d'Avignon 


letter, supporting the second, which 
therefore falls to the ground with it; 
•while the fourth was the Panizzardi 
dispatch, which has been proved in- 
correctly translated, and ruled out of 
the proceedings by Colonel Jouaust in 
the present trial as unreliable. 


This, was the precious selection of 


waste paper which was deliberately com- 
municated to the judges in 1894 and which 
swayed their judgment. The announce- 
ment that the Panizzardi dispatch was 
one of the secret documents was another 
hard blow to Mercier's reputation, be- 
cause he had declared in his deposition 
that this dispatch was not communi- 
cated to the tribunal in 1894. 


M. Labor! asked Colonel Maurel to ex- 


plain his declaration that only one docu- 
ment was read. Maurel gave the reply: 
"I did not say only one was read. I say 
I only read one." A wave of indignation 
passed over the audience and his ears 
were assailed with a tempest of hisses 
and "Ohs," which were renewed when 
he repeated in a distracted way that he 
had only read one. 


Captain Freystaetter did not hesitate 


a s,econd when M. Labo.n asked him if he 
maintained his statement. He replied: 
"Not only did I read the documents, but 
Colonel Maurel read them and made a 
commentary after each." 


This was the lie direct to Colonel 


Maurel, who did not protest, 'but merely 
objected to the term "commentary." 
Maurel thus stands before the world as 
a self-confessed liar. His endeavors to 
throw mud at Captain Freystaetter by 
cynically asking why the latter had not 
spoken before during the last five years 
only recoiled on himself and placed Cap- 
tain Freystaetter in a still more credit- 
able light. Captain Freystaetter's candid 
admission, that he did wrong unwit- 
tingly and that, when he knew of it, he 
obeyed the dictates of his conscience, 
evoked a murmur of admiration. 


M. Laborl then called General Mercler 


again to the stand to drive him into a 
corner on the Panizzardi dispatch, but 
Mercier was allowed to question Cap- 
tain Freystaatter, endeavoring to catch 
him on a question regarding the Robin 
shell. His deliberate attempt to make 
Captain Freystaetter out a liar was a 
specimen of the disgraceful tactics of the 
military clique. The audience shuddered 
when he cried, "I have caught Captain 
Freystaetter in a deliberate lie." 


Almost anyone else would have struck 


Mercier down; but Captain Freystaetter 
gave a splendid example of coolness and 
self-control in the face of such an out- 
rageous" attack. He confronted General 
Mercier with the same undaunted but 
not defiant demeanor as he maintained 
toward the judges, whereas General 
Mercier and Colonel Maurel were barely 
able to contain themselves with concen- 
trated rage. The people in the court- 
room gazed upon this extraordinary 
scene with a fever of excitement, strain- 
ing forward, with eyes bulging, drinking 
in every ward and gesture of a three- 
cornered duel—a simple captain against 
a general and a colonel. 
. Captain Freystaetter replied) stoutly 
and without a tremor of voice that he 
did not say the document referred to the 
Robin shell, but to a shell. This simple 
retort exposed Mercier's craftiness; and 
Captain Freystaetter in a convincing 
manner repeated his declaration that the 
Panizzardi dispatch was communicated 
to the court-martial, quoting its opening 
words and 
thus flatly contradicting 


Mercier. 


Then it was that M. Labori saw his 


opening to force upon Colonel Jouaust 
the necessity of bringing De Clam into 
court, as, in fac* of the contradictory 
declarations of General Mercier and 
Captain Freystaetter, the evidence of 
De Clam could alone decid'e the matter, 
especially in view of the fact that Gen- 
eral Mercier has said in his deposition 
that De Clam compiled the dossier, in- 
cluding the explanations sent with the 
documemts. 


When M.'Labori tackled him, however, 


Mercier saw the trap and immediately 
shifted his ground, declaring that he had 
made a mistake in saying that De Clani 
compiled the dossier, since he had been 
Informed by General Boisdeffre that the 
iate Colonel Sandherr compiled it. 


This is the dying effort of the general 


staff to hide the truth behind the veil of 
death; and the audience shuddered with 
disgust, Labori uttering his despairing 
cry: "Always the dead! Always the 
dead!" 


It is rumored that the government has 


decided to arrest Geners.3 Mercier, but 
the rumor Is not confirmed. Saturday 
evening a report was in circulation that 
General Mercier had fled to the Island 
of Jersey, but this story proved to be- 
without foundation. Enrly yesterday 
morning the gendarmes w»re> still posted 
outside the residence ot General St 
Germain, military commander of this 
District, with whom General Mercier hat 


FOURTH OF JULY-AT PARTS7 


Some Feature* Planned For Inde- 


pendence Day at the Exposition. 
Arrangements are being made by the 


United States commission to the Paris 
exposition for a surprise to the world. 
The French government has already 
set- aside Jnly 4, 1900, as Independence 
day for the United States. Commis- 


! siouer General Peck, in accordance 


with the honor shown the country, 
is arranging to show Paris how much 
American i*itriotism can. be crowded 
into one day, says the Chicago Rec- 
ord. 
While no definite plans have 


been made, Mr, Peck and F. J. V. 
Skiff of the commission are determin- 
ed that the celebration will be of such 
a nature that Parisians and people 
from other parts of the world who 
happen to be there at the time will 
not have aay trouble in remembering 
it when other big features of the fair 
shall be forgotten. 


There will be American oratory, that 


is certain, and, while the speakers have 
not been selected, it is known that the 
honor of addressing the nations of the 
world will fall to distinguished sons of 
America. About fireworks the commis- 
sion is puzzled. A Fourth of July in 
the United States would be as dead as 
a lawn social without fireworks, but 
the members of the commission fear 
that the French government will ob- 
ject to the noisy cannon cracker and 
the skyrocket with its tail of fire. An 
effort will be made, however, to smug- 
gle a generous amount of firecrackers 
into the show. One feature of the day 
as at present planned Is a monster 
parade, not only in the exposition 
grounds, but all over Paris. This will 
be at night, probably, and will be 
gorgeously illuminated. 


Every American in Paris will be re- 


quested to wear a United States flag, 
and the thousands of Americans resi- 
dent in Paris will display the flag from 
their homes. All of the hotels will be 
draped in the national colors, and an 
effort will be made to have every 
American visitor see to it that on that 
day the flag floats from the house 
wherein he stops. Special excursions 
from America will be run, and every 
inducement will be made to make the 
attendance of Americans as large as 
possible. The American chamber of 
commerce in Paris is taking an inter- 
est in the propbsed national celebration 
and will be in communication with the 
United 
States commission, making 


what suggestions it can. It will also 
raise a considerable fund to defray 
expenses which cannot be charged to 
any fund now at the disposal of the 
commission.

Tall Stalks and Big: Kara That Are 


Exhibited. 


Corn is the universal topic in Kansas 


these days. Corn starts the conversa- 
tion on the cars.

In the office of the Atchison Globe is a 
collection of stalks with their butts on 
the floor. When Editor Howe stands 
on tiptoe, he can just reach the ears 
with the tips of his fingers.

METHODS OF GUILD MEW 


Very, very early in the summer it was 


quite openly stated that the campaign 
of Curtis Guild for the lieutenant-gov- 
ernorship would be characterized by 
bossism.

Among 
those present -were ex-Senator Crane of 
Worcester and Eepresentative Hayes of 
Ixmll. Mr. Hayes openly denounced 
the Guild men for methods of intimida- 
tion, which he fearlessly declared they 
•were using. Ex-Senator Crane charged 
that the state committee had taken a 
hand in favor of Guild; that a member 
of the committee had been in Worcester 
threatening to prevent the re-nomina- 
tion of members of the legislature if 
they continued to support Mr. Bates, 
under which threat some representa- 
tives ceased to be openly active for 
Bates but were quietly as favorable to 
his candidacy as ever. 


This method of intimidation is now 


past the rumor stagie. It is testified to 
by responsible men and stands uncon- 
tradicted by anyone in authority in the 
Guild camp. It is simply a disgrace, 
and is hurrying Guild to defeat much 
more rapidly than he -would naturally 
go. 


Massachusetts unflinchingly stands 


for fair play and the recognition of able 
and faithful public service. No club 
ever grew big enough to beat the re- 
publican party of this commonwealth 
into a dishonorable insensibility to duty 
and justice.

GARRISON ON COURAGE. 


The 
would-be 
distinguished, 
but 


•imply notorious William Lloyd Garri- 
•on relieved his mind of several yards 
of ful mi nation and queer philosophy at 
the summer peace institute, Mystic, Ct., 
Friday. Among the queer things which 
Mr. Garrison said was the following: 


"Brute courage is a drug. Men who 


hold life cheaply and hesitate not to 
face the cannon's mouth, who lead a, 
forlorn hope to block an enemy's* har- 
bor, who swim rivers under a deadly 
fire, swarm la battalions. A hundred 
years ago these \vord9 of Fisher Ames 
w«re spoken, and time has only empha- 
sized their truth: 'The fame of mili- 
tary heroes is indeed growing vulgar; 
they multiply In every long war; they 


In history and thicken iw their 


iEWSPAPESJ 


rank*, almost aa undistinguished u 
their own soldier*.' 
"To attain the soldier1* attitude of 


mind does not require nobility of cause. 
Whether to defend the area of freedom 
or to steal the area of other people 
fighting for their freedom, It seems to 
make no difference. W© used to dis- 
tinguish broadly between a British sol. 
dler and a Hessian, but when men dor* 
uniforms for pay to kill other men 
against whom they have no grievance, 
at the order of superiors of whose mo- 
tives they are ignorant, as soldiers of 
all nations are obliged to,' what are 
they but mercenary hirelings also? In 
this plethora of physical courage the 
dearth of moral heroism is/ marked. 
The deeds which, lead men to the stars 
are of a higher quality than murder." 


This is a happy position for Mr. Gar- 


rison to take. It defends the antis in 
two ways. First, it puts their so-called 
moral heroism above the deeds on the 
battlefield, and second, it helps to ex- 
plain, to the antis, why the United 
States' government can get all the sol- 
diers it needs when the antis told us 
the youth of the country would refuse 
to enlist to fight in a "war of aggres^- 
sion." "Brute courage is a drug." "To 
attain) the soldier's altitude of mind 
does not require nobility of cause." The 
HobSona and Funstons—fjor he had 
those in mind—"swam in battalions." 
Soldiers are but "mercenary hirelings." 
And there is a terrible dearth of moral 
heroism as this from Mr. Garrison 
would show: 


"Had William McKinley, understand- 


ing the needlessness- and iniquity of the 
war forced upon Spain, vetoed the dec- 
laration of congress and avowed his 
purpose of resigning his high 
office 


rather than to prostitute it by subserv- 
ience to wrong he would have made a 
niche in the world's pantheon. Had 
John D. Long, a man of finer quality 
than the president, and in touch with 
the nobler sentiments which make his 
commonwealth exceptional, paraphras- 
ing the indignant response of Charles 
Sumner in fugitive slave days, 'I was a 
man before I was a. (slave) commis- 
sioner!' declared Massachusetts man- 
hood more precious than the secretary- 
ship of the navy, and surrendered his 
portfolio, he would have occupied a 
place in her love and respect now for- 
ever lost. Had Admiral Dewey, the one 
man in military life who after distin- 
guishing himself in his destructive 
profession refrained from self,-lauda- 
tion when, other commanders were try- 
ing with pen and camera to anticipate 
history and fix their own stars in a 
conspicuous portion of the 
firmament- 


had Admiral Dewey, in protest of the 
Philippine betrayal, retired from the 
quarterdeck to private citizenship, ra- 
ther than abet the outrage, the victory 
of Manila would have paled in compari- 
son." 


The whole thing, from first to last, 


has been wrong. The war with Cuba 
was merely a "brute courage" demon- 
stration; there was no moral consider- 
ation in it. The people of the United 
Stated fooled themselves. Their moral 
courage was in their boots. McKinley, 
Long and Dewey, and all thlose who 
have directed, seconded or followed 
them are mere brutes, men1 of the 
"brute courage" having no "moral 
heroism." We wonder that Mr. Garri- 
son wastes his precious life in attempt- 
ing to save this lost people. Hadn't he 
better find some desert air on which 
/ 
to load his fragrance? No flower such 
as he should be able to live in 'this 
sickening- haunt of men. 


Physical courage is a drug, and that 


it is so is a chief glory of man. But 
the insinuation of Mr. Garrison) is an 
outrageous 
assault 
upon 
bravery. 


Country is graven much more deeply in 
the hearts of men than Mr. Garrison 
kniowa It is graven so deeply there 
that a shot at the flag is a call to arms. 
The marching to danger and to death 
is not alone a display of physical cour- 
age; it is, besides, a display of that 
primary and very moral quality in man 
which impels him to defend his home. 
A man's country is his home. Who is 
great enough to analyze courage and 
separate the physical from the moral! 
There are exceptions to all laws, or 
strange manifestation® that seem to be 
exceptions, but it may be said that uni- 
versally in man an, exhibition of physi- 
cal courage has its moral basis. And 
no impulse to dare comes so quickly as 
to leave out the moral quality. To do 
a, hazardous piece of work, to strike for 
a friend, to leap and save a life, all 
have a moral foundation. But far 
above these in moral worth and beauty 
is the parting from home and kindred 
to face the enemy of one's country. 
What a mess evolution has made of us 
if it has put a Jow brute quality above 
all the ties of home! 


Say, 
if you please, that men are 


many times misguided. Say, even, that 
the volunteer soldiers of the United 
States are misguided now, but do not 
say that they are but /'hirelings," who 
have donned "uniform for pay to kill 
other men against whom they have no 
grievance." 
Blot out your brutish 


"brute courage" argument or you will 
be forced to wipe from history all the 
deeds of heroism which men so fondly 
love. According to you there was no 
Washington, no Lincoln, no Farragut, 
no Grant But you do not tell the 
truth. 


Strange folk these be; 'these Ga-ri- 


sons and Atkinsons. 


What surprises us is that the Trans- 


cript alone should have possesion of 
these alleged facts. By what right does 
it have them? Who leaked? Was it 
the stenographer? And at whom does 
the finger of guilt point? We are be- 
ginning to get interested.

The KU»ln£ Epidemic 


Professor Lombroso's article on Hob- 


son's kissing exploits, published in the 
current number of the Pall Mall Mag- 
azine under the title of "An Epidemic 
of Kisses In America," proves to be 
less about Hobson than about kissing 
in general. Kissing, however, Is one of 
the most fascinating of subjects, and 
it has been very little explioted, save 
by novelists, who treat it in the purely 
conventional way. Lombroso shows 
that it has a scientific interest, and in 
his article he discusses it in a manner 
that is both entertaining and profitable. 
Every one interested in the subject of 
kissing (and Is there any one who is 
not?)ought to make a point of reading 
the article. Incidentally, Lombroso 
drops .several remarks that are notable 
at this time. For example, in speaking 
of the Anglo-Saxon woman, he frank- 
ly acknowledges that "she is superior 
to the other white women of Europe." 
Now, 
we know this fact ourselves, of 


course; but, coming from an Italian 
and a close student of women, it is a 
rare compliment. That Anglo-Saxon 
women should have been guilty of as- 
sailing Mr. Hobson'si lips naturally 
astonished the professor, particularly 
as they were "specially elite persons." 
But Lombroso attributes their per- 
formance to what he calls "sugges- 
tibility of the crowd." We all know 
that crowds often behave in a way that 
individuals composing them would 
never think of behaving alone. Lom- 
broso is evidently not aware of the 
scenes that take place whenever Pad- 
erewski plays in this country, or he 
would have cited them to illustrate 
his point. And these scenes, too, are 
caused by very "specially elite per- 
sons." To most of us there is pathos in 
the professor's 
announcement that 


"the kiss is a gesture,which appeared 
very late in human development." So, 
after all, we enjoy compensations for 
having been born when the world was 
old. But it appears that there are still 
many races to whom the kiss is un- 
known. Missionaries should be sent to 
them at once.—Collier's Weekly. 


TESTING A DYNAMITE SHELL 


It Shatters a Target aa Strong; n» n 


Battleship's Side. 


Major Butler, chief of ordnance at 


Governors island, is kept busy now- 
adays inspecting arms and ordnance 
stores and superintending their ship- 
ment to San Francisco, whence they 
will be sent to Manila. The greatest 
care Is being taken In the inspection, 
and lie says only standard munitions 
of war are being sent, as it is the in- 
tention to equip the army in the most 
thorough and effective manner. 
He 


says also that much hard work is being 
done at the Sandy Hook proving 
grounds Just now, testing mortars, 
guns, gun carriages, detonators, ex- 
plosives and projectiles, especial atten- 
tion being given to experiments with 
dynamite shells. 


The most recent of these was made 


the other day with a shell made from 
about 900 pounds of cast steel and car- 
rying a bursting charge of 129^ 
pounds of dynamite, says the New 
York Tribune. T^p shell was fired from 
an ordinary 12 inch rifle. The charge 
used for flring was composed of brown 
prismatic powder. A piece of Harvey- 
ized steel, 12 inches thick and especial- 
ly treated, was placed at an angle of 
45 degrees to the line of fire. Behind 
it was a thick backing of oak and be- 
hind that a great heap of sand, the 
whole calculated to be stronger than 
the side of a battleship. The shell had 
stored in it, According to estimate, ef- 
fective energy sufficient to more than 
raise 750,000 tons one foot. It was hurl- 
ed against the- steel at a velocity of 
about 2,000 feet a second. It struck 
and exploded with a terrific report and 
blew the steel target clear up the oak 
backing and 17 feet to one side. 


Fart of the oak backing and the sand 


behind it were also blown away, and 
only about four pounds of the steel' 
fragments of the shell were found. 


A Gllmpie at a Filipino Hospital 


The Improvised hospital for the Fili- 


pinos resembles a large camp. The 
tents are floored and raised from the 
ground, and canvas cots are provided. 
They are given good medical attend- 
ance and keot clean. They are al- 
lowed visitors during convalescence, 
and altogether their treatment is prob- 
ably better than they have ever known. 
In the hospital are two Filipino women, 
one a young girl and the other an old 
woman. It was said that the girl bore 
a rifle and was shot in a. nipa hut she 
was defending.

An Officer's Thrilling Encounter

DE8PEBATE HAND TO HANI) FIGHT. 


Btorr Told by Lleutenrmt Ant L. 


Rcevei of an Bxpertonce of Hl« on 
m. Dark Kl«ht While VUltlnff the 
Oatpo*t» of HI* Company, Stationed 
•t San Fernando. 
Harry A. Armstrong, the Chicago 


Record's Manila correspondent, writing 
under date of July 13, describes Lieu- 
tenant Ara L. Reeves' encounter with 
a boloman as follows: 


Lieutenant Ara L. Beeves lies in the 


hospital now, and his wife sits beside 
him. 
His foot Is done tip in bandages, 


one hand is bandaged also, and be has 
a strip of adhesive plaster on his 
face. The lieutenant Is a victim of the 
bolcman and Is about the first one 
who has lived to tell the tale. And he 
can best tell that tale. 


"Our 
company of the Seventeenth 


infantry has the hardest station there 
is at San Fernando," he said to me. 
"We have shooting there almost every 
night Not firing to be replied to, but 
enough to keep us sure of the fact 
that the insurgents are there and that 
they would come at us if they were 
not watched like a hawk. So, you see, 
we have to be very careful about the 
disposition of our outposts, and we 
have to know that all is well. 


"I suppose every man in charge of 


a company—mine is D company—visits 
his outposts every night. I have been 
in charge of that company for some 
time, and I assure you there never has 
a night passed that I have not been 
fully informed by observation as to 
the situation. This thing happened 
night before last It was dark, and 
raining too. The walking was not 
good, as you may be sure, with all the 
rain, and I was pickng my way along 
as best I could. All at once I saw a 
shadowy form 
before me. 
There 


wasn't any parleying either. I could 
see that it was a man and felt rather 
than saw that he was a boloman." 


Mrs. Reeves here said something, 


and the lieutenant smiled. "Tou see," 
he said, turning on his pillow so that 
he could look at me without effort, 
"she is getting to be a regular fire 
eater, but I don't believe she is half 
as bloodthirsty as she talks. 
I do 


think I bit the fellow, but there is no 
way to prove it. 


"Well, I was on the defensive in an 


instant, but did not have time to draw 
my revolver before he made a lunge 
at me and was within arm's length. 
I believed that he had a- knife in one 
hand. I was sure he had a revolver, 
for he fired point blank at me, and t 
don't see why he did not get me. I 
felt the charge pass my face. 
But 


they say that 'a miss is as good as a 
mile.' At any rate, tilings were hap- 
pening at such a pace that I didn't 
think much about it then. What I did 
realize was that I must get bold of 
his hands, and quick too. He cut me 
a little on the face"—the lieutenant 
jerkeu liib thumo toward the plaster 
on his cheek—"and then I caught his 
arm. He struck me on the wrist with 
the hand which held the revolver, and 
with my left hand I caught his right. 
I was holding his hands, but he had 
the revolver and knife. I was holding 
his knife above my head, with the re- 
volver hand down, and trying to throw 
him over backward. 


"We were whirling around and 


around like madmen at a waltz when 
he begun to fire. He was trying to hit 
me in the stomach—and it would have 
been all day with me if be had—but I 
kept his hand where he would have to 
shoot toward the ground. I felt a 
bullet go into my foot and then felt 
another strike almost in the same 
place. That was three shots from his 
re?olver, counting the one he fired at 
me when we first came together. I 
was counting these shots, and when 
he had spent two more, one of which 
out through my boot leg and nipped my 
shin, I was pretty sure that he could 
not shoot again. 


"Then it was that he cut me on the 


hand. He could not stab, and so he 
worked the blade of the knife across 
the back of my wrist. I can assure 
you that it was anything but pleasant, 
that little performance, and presently 
I thought he would cut himself loose. 
Then I began to force the fighting. I 
could not stand on my wounded foot, 
but I could use the knee. I proceeded 
to punch him in the stomach with it, 
and pretty soon I felt him falling 
away from me. I gave him a push 
and let go his hands, both at once, 
and he was bowled over Into a bunch 
of banana plants. I pulled my revolver 
as quick as I could and began to fire. 
But my aim was not good, for as soon 
as the fellow was thrown and I at- 
tempted to stand on my foot I fell. 


"Just about that time one of tho 


outposts came running up. 
He had 


heard the firing and was coming to 
my rescue. But he came too late. He 
said he was but a minute on the way, 
but he was more than that. It seemed 
to me that we were fighting for ten 
minutes. Perhaps it was not as long 
as that, but it seemed an interminable 
time. Oh, he got away. We thrashed 
around there, but the .fellow was hid- 
den by the darkness and had crawled 
to his lines. I wish I knew for sure 
whether I hit him." 


Lieutenant Reeves has a record. He 


was in Cuba and was wounded. He 
has the scar on his forehead where an 
Indian bullet struck him. When he 
was in New York, just before the 
United States transport Sheridan sail- 
ed, he defeated, single handed, a gang 
of toughs who attacked him on the 
wharf. One of the number was seri- 
ously wounded, but the boat sailed 
away before the extent of his injuries 
was known.

THE NEEDS OF OUR SCHOOLS 


Principal Murdock Speaks on the Du- 


ties of North Adams 


Is the public school system keeping 


up with the development and changes 
of modern life? was the question raised 
by Principal Murdock of the state nor- 
mal school at the Congregational 
church last .evening, in an address that 
proved most interesting to the congre- 
gation. His subject was "The old red 
school house and the new," and the 
address was a plea for a wiser use of 
the opportunities that might be pro- 
vided for the children of today in the 
schools. 
He spoke of the training to which 


many look back as received in the lit- 
tle country school houses, and showed 
that this training which had made 
many of the successful men and women 
of today was due rather to the home 
influences than to the schooling re- 
ceived. Since then all the customs of 
life had changed with the progress of 
civilisation, and the schools had neces- 
sarily changed their methods in order 
to prepare children to meet these new 
conditions. 
Many new studies had 


been introduced, that were never heard 
of in the old school houses, in'order to 
bring out the individual possibilities 
in each child, and the result of the in- 
creased demands had been to make the 
period of childhood, or the period when 
the child is unable to care entirely for 
himself, longer by several years than 
it was half a century ago. 


But with the change in life of today, 


the home training which was the great 
factor of education then had been in 
large measure lost, and the young peo- 
ple of today had not that sense of re- 
sponsibility and trustworthiness that 
comes from a practical training that 
they had in the old days. This idea of 
honorable service could never be re- 
stored until there was a special train- 
ing for it and it was looked upon as 
skilled labor. The young men of to- 
day were not fitted 
for providing 


homes, and the young women were not 
fitted to care for homes as they were 
then. 


In order to take the place they should 


in modern life the schools were forced 
to take the place of home training in 
large measure. There were 
several 


practical schemes that might be sug- 
gested for the schools of North Adams, 
and Mr. Murdock said that the time 
must come soon when the girls of this 
city were taught to sew and to do 
housework properly in the schools, and 
when the boys were given elementary 
ideas of work that come from 
a 


manual training department. Only in 
this way could the idea of honorable 
and trustworthy service be given them. 
and Mr. Murdock said that the results 
of the added expenditure to provide 
these things would more than pay for 
themselves in the increased economy 
and reliability in the homes that are 
being made here. 


INHERITED A FORTUNE 


Pittsfield German Gets $125,000 From 


Bank of England Deposit 


J. W. Silvernall, a German, has re- 


ceived authentic information that he 
is heir to about $125,000. Early in life 
he had heard his father, a German 
peasant, say that there was an account 
in the Bank of England to his credit, 
but for some reason this was never in- 
vestigated and the matter was dropped. 
About six months ago, however, Mr. 
Silvernail received word from a brother 
in Germany that there is now in the 
Bank of England a cash deposit to be 
divided among seven heirs, of whom J. 
W. Silvernail is one.

letter Informed him that there is now 
in the Bank of England $850,000, of 
which one-seventh is his due.

the elephant's most marked characteris- 
tic. The mahout takes cruel advantage 
of his disposition sometimes, thrashing 
him on tbe toe nail with a billet of 
wood-, or—if free from risk of discovery 
by his^ European master—pricking his 
trunk^with a spear till blood flows.

to retaliate save when it ninst. 
When 


that curious madness conies on him, no 
one dares approach him in his pickets.

In the store they keep a 
book, and when Smith, Jeues, Brown 
or Robinson leaves his old "lid" a note 
is ma"df« of it and duly entered on this 
book. 


Aft«r 50 or CO clays have elapsed a 


general clearing out of the old hats is 
made, and they go to the secondhand 
stores along South Clark street, to tho 
costumars' palaces, to the country stores 
sometimes, all to be cleaned, relined 
and furbished up th'o best way possible. 
It is thus possible for a man to be 
stopped on some chilly evening and 
asked to assist some unfortunate who is 
wearing one of his old hats.

vertify to the fact that his handwriting 
was almost illegible. It was thedeenair 
of the composing room, and even Gree- 
loy himself couldn't always deeipber it. 
A man who was many years ago presi- 
dent of the Oswego County Agricultural 
association said several days ago that he 
had good reubon on one occasion to be 
thankful that Mr. Greeley's writing 
was hard to decipher. This fact secured 
for him a star attraction at the fair 
which ho, conkl not have obtained other- 
wise. TRo tiS=ociatioii of which he was 
president made a great effort each year 
to outdo rival associations in its fair, 
and one of its regular attractions was a 
distinguished speaker who delivered au 
address to the crowd on any subject that 
he might select. 


"When I was made president," said 


tho ex-ofricer of the association, "I was 
young and ambitions. I wanted to give 
the best fair that ever had been held at 
Oswego Falls, and I was* willing to 
work hard to accomplish such a result. 
Long beforpjnand I stirred up the farm- 
ers to raise big squashes and pumpkins, 
and I prepaied a good schedule of horse 
races.

Charity—Market For Coffee and, To- 


' bacoo, the Chief Product* of the !•- 


1 land, Went With the Abolition of 


Spaniah Rnle. 


\ According to Mr. W. 8. Post, a civil 
engineer who has been at work in 
Porto Itico for several months and 
who recently returned from Porto Rico 
ion the Philadelphia, the destitution 
Ibrought upon the island by the great 
'hurricane is only one of a succession 
of hardships Incurred by the island 
since the American occupation. 


"The people of Porto Rico," said Mr. 


[Post, "have always sold all their prod- 
ucts and have imported everything 
they use. Their principal exports 
were coffee, sugar tnd tobacco. These 
went to Spain or Spanish colonies and 
were there distributed to the consum- 
ers. As soon as we took possession of 
the island Spain put a tariff on Porto 
jRican products which was practically 
prohibitive. 
The people could send 


iuo more goods to Spain, and the United 
States market did not take the place of 
'that which was closed.^ The United 
(States tariff is just as' high against 
jPorto Rican products as It was before 
the island came into our possession. 
The Porto Ricans have not even the 
advantages of reciprocity which are 
enjoyed by some of the English and 
IFrench islands. 


"Unable to sell anything, the people 


|cannot of course buy. Commercially, 
•the island has recently been at a stand- 
still. The employer has no work for 
'his men, and the islanders are plunged 
. into the ^most terrible poverty. They 
I are a proud people. They don't want 
'charity. They welcome our coming 
|with the greatest rejoicing. But when 
we were once fairly settled among 
them, so they say now, we tied their 
hands so that they-could not help them- 
|selves and then made them objects of 
'charity. Their appreciation of the 
charity we offer is dulled by the 
knowledge that if we had given them a 
fair chance to feed themselves they 
would have no need to accept it. Porto 
Rico coffee always sold readily in Spain 
'and France. It has a rich and mild 
flavor which is far better than that of 
Brazilian coffee. 
Its normal market 


price is between that of Mocha and 
Java (most of which comes from Cen- 
tral America) and that of Brazilian 
coffee. The entire crop went to Spain 
'every year. If you go into any grocery 
store in New York and ask for Porto 
Rican coffee, you will be told that there 
is no demand for it" 


General Roy Stone, who was present 


at the New York Sun reporter's inter- 
view with Mr. Post, said he thought 
that the most practical relief measure 
for Porto Rico that could be under- 
taken at once was the general adop- 
tion of the use of Porto Rican coffee in 
the United States. There are about 
2,000 pounds of it In New York now 
and hundreds of thousands of pounds 
in storehouses in "Porto Rico. "If the 
charitable women of the United States 
would unite in giving 'Porto Rico re- 
lief festivals,' at which Porto Rico cof- 
fee would be served, a great number 
of good ends would be served," said 
General Stone. "First, the money paid 
to the wholesalers for the coffee (a 
perfectly fair and moderate price for 
a very excellent coffee) will go straight 
to Porto Rico. Second, by charging 
15 or 25 cents a cup for the coffee at 
[the festivals large sums can be raised 
'to be sent to the Porto Rico relief com- 
.mittee in New York. Third, the cof- 
jfee will be Introduced to American wo- 
men, and they will be encouraged to 
ask their grocers for it and to insist 
upon having it Fourth, once a demand 
for Porto Rican coffee is created the 
'credit of the coffee planters in the is- 
land will be re-established, and they 
Iwill be able to borrow money with 
'which to carry on their business. Un- 
'til Porto Rican coffee can find a new 
jmarket a coffee plantation down there 
is worth little more than so much 
|waste land. The old market is closed 
by the Spanish, duty of 7 cents a pound 
on coffee. 


"Then," said Mr. Post, taking up bis 


argument again, "consider the tobacco 
crop. Porto Rican tobacco formerly 
went to Cuba almost altogether. Since 
the American occupation of Cuba, a 
duty of $5 a pound has been put on all 
.tobacco imports. That has put Porto 
Rican tooacco out of Cuba most ef- 
fectually. The warehouses are full of 
unsold tobacco. The planters were so 
Discouraged by the prospect at the last 
[harvesting season that they did not 
jharvest the tobacco that they had al- 
[ready grown. The hiring of men to 
,care for the crop, they said, was sim- 
'ply sending good money after bad, and 
so they let their tobacco go to seed. 
"As for sugar, our present sugar duty 
Us practically prohibitive. The foreign 
markets have been cut off, as in.the 
case of coffee, because they opened 
through Spain. The hurricane has in- 
jured the mills so much that they must 
be rebuilt before they can grind again. 
Before that can be done there must 
be some assurance that the sugar 
ground can be sold. 


"In a general way I would suggest 


these remedies for the situation: Re- 
vision of the export tariffs and of the 
Cuban tobacco tariff, the adoption of 
vthe use of Porto Rican coffee in the 
.United States and legislation giving 
Porto Rico sugar a chance. We must 
remember that we are dealing with a 
population of 1,000,000 people occupy- 
ing an area about, as large as the state 
of Connecticut. They are a thoroughly 
intelligent, well educated people. Their 
'state of mind toward us is a matter* of 
the gieatest material interest to us. 


Th~ey welcomed our occupation. With- 
out understanding our system of gov- 
ernment they have strenuously tried to 
learn all they can about it. They want 
to be citizens of the United States. 
They don't like to be thought of and 
treated as outsiders. Their most warm- 
ly cherished desire is to be under a ter- 
ritorial form of government and be 
put on the way to statehood. The pop- 
ulation Is every bit aa fit for territorial 
government as Is the population of 
New Mexico, and it Is much denser,

the Porto Ricans feel that not only 
are they unfairly treated, but that 
there is very little disposition In the 
United States to pay any attention to 
their situation. Such a state of mind 
may easily'be made serious by an 
agitator of the wrong sort 


"To my fiWi-yd nothing would do more 


toward otessg friends of the Porto 
Ricans and convincing them that they 
are not being neglected or treated with 
contempt by the United States than* 
•would an extra session of congress. I 
know that the calling of an extra ses- 
sion involves a great deal of trouble 
and expense. But the loyalty of the 
Porto Ricans is worth such a price. 


"Great as the disaster caused by the 


hurricane was, it is wrong to think- f or 
an instant that it has ruined the island. 
I crossed the island after the storm 
from Guayama to San Juan. The poor- 
er buildings were most of them blown 
down. 
The strongly built buildings 


were damaged some, but not nearly so 
much as I have known similar build- 
ings in the west to be damaged in cy- 
clones. This is the first 'big storm' 
they have had in 30 years, and it is 
worse than the last was. The danger 
of hurricanes would never make me 
uneasy about going to the island or es- 
tablishing myself there so far as my 
personal safety was concerned. 


"As for the crops, coffee, as you 


know perhaps, is 'grown on bijsbes be- 
tween avenues of shade trees. The hur- 
ricane stoply stripped the leaves from 
the shade trees. So thoroughly did it 
take the leaves from all of the trees, in 
fact, that on my trip across the island 
the forests seemed uniformly brown 
instead of their usual vivid green. Of 
course in that climate, with that fertile 
soil, the leaves will soon come out 
again. The shade trees have not been 
killed by any means. But before a sec- 
ond growth of leaves comes to the res- 
cue of the coffee bushes I am afraid 
that the sun will have burned them 
up. And it will take three or four years 
for the new bushes to come to ma- 
turity. My estimate is that 80 per cent 
of the coffee bushes are hurt and that 
50 per cent must be replanted. The to- 
bacco crop is not particularly affected 
by the storm. If that Cuban tariff can 
be arranged immediately so that there 
is some prospect thai the Porto Rico 
tobacco trade can take its normal 
course, the planters will begin planting 
in October and November, and with a 
big tobacco crop'next year the strin- 
gency caused by the spoiling of the 
coffee plantations can be tided over. 


"The banana trees have rather bulb- 


ous roots that give them very little 
hold on the soil, and most of those that 
I saw were torn up.' To Porto Ricana 
the banana is a main article of food. 
They boil it and bake it, to be used in- 
stead of bread. On these trees that 
were blown down there were of course 
thousands of green bananas. The peo- 
ple cut them off and hung them up 
and they can live on the fruit for sev- 
eral weeks, or until relief reaches them 
from the Unite! States. But when 
these green bananas, cut from the up- 
rooted trees, are gone there will be no 
more bananas. 
Under such circum- 


stances it is all nonsense to say that 
starvation is impossible Jn Porto Rico. 
It is possible and imminent. Too much 
in the way of food and clothing can- 
cot be sent there to relieve present 
necessities until trade gets on its feet 
again. 


"One 
way in which the island is go- 


Ing to work out its own salvation is In 
the raising of vegetables for the win- 
ter market in the United States. At 
present the Porto Ricans do not even 
raise vegetables for their own use, biit 
once they can be taught to raise them 
there will be an immense trade in 
vegetables between the colony and the 
home country. 


"In the meantime WA si«st try to 


understand these peop\t, and they 
must become used to our ways of 
doing business. Here is a story that is 
traveling the length and breadth of 
the Island: A planter came into the 
office of the Porto Rico company, 
whicb> is trying to do a legitimate de- 
velopment business down there, and,

Tt is P fovm of 
labor to which they readily turn, and 
there is no doubt that in many eases 
they make good wnges. As a rule they 
sell their berries direct to the con- 
sumers and consequently get the hicli- 
cst retail prices.
